Poultry culling demonstrations that 
have been carried on by the federal 
Live Stock Branch have clearly proved 
that it is possible to take out from 
forty to sixty per cent of the stock in 
the average farm flock and still leave 
the farmer with as many egy; 
as he was getting before. 

An equally valuable service of the 
federal Live Stock Branch is the grad- 
ing of market wool. According to the 
report of the Minister for the fiscal 
year ending 1918-19, approximately 
4,550,000 pounds of wool were system- 
atically graded and sold co-operatively. 

These are only examples of the ser- 
vices of the federal Department of 
Agriculture, which has branches and 
divisions for the advancement of prac- 
tically every phase of farming and gar- 
dening. This report, which is obtain- 
able from the Publications Branch, 
Ottawa, covers concisely the work of 
the whole department for the twelve- 
month period.
